“Medical + men . and athletes are 
interested in an experiment by 
Dr. Adolphe Abrahams, of West- 
minster Hospital, brother of H. M.

“Dr. Abrahams had an artery re- 
moved from his arm to see if his 
27 years of strenuous athletics 
had led to a deterioration of the 
arteries. The artery.was, found 
to be in normal condition, 

It is Dr,. Abrahams’ intention 
to let another ‘period go by, say 
ten, fifteen or twenty years, when 
the experiment’ will be repeated 
by having another artery. taken 
out for examination... 

“That is,” Dr. Abrahams 
Jaughed, “if I am still alive. f
